HOKSES NOT READY TO RACE. 

The wisdian of the iHiliey of utlempting nothing 
more ambitions than four days of rueing each week, 
until the advent of tin* Indida.v season, has lieen 
\ indicated iiy what lias )H*en iiaiipeniiie since the 
opening of ll.e season. Uacing Seeretary XuMian- 
soii has been finding it diffienll to fill the ab- 
brevlnted prognim saMsfaetnrily. lM*eatis<* fsnniiara- 
tively few of the nearly five hiindn*d liorses 
unartered at oriental Park are yet ready to race. 
Iliiriug tin* just few da.vs they have lieeu coming 
111 Imiid rapidly, however, and the present prostniet 
is that the ubbreviateil seliednlt* will soon be ahan- 
doiied and tin* regular sehediile of racing every day 
in the week except Monday taken iiii. During the 
liollda.v season, tlie jilaiis 1-1111 for racing on Mon- 
da.vs, as well as on ever.v otlier da.v of the week. 
U may Is expected that the better grade of liorses 
will figure more prominently on the dail.v programs 
ill the near future than lias been the eas«* since tlie 
meeting oiieiied. Praefi<-all.v none of the linndieaps 
and nllowaiiee raees. whieh tlie program book jiro- 
vided for s<> lilH*raI!,v, have Jieen run. T^iit* 1** he- 
e.anse so few of the better-clasK of liorses iuive 
been ready to race. 

Jlnniiger Urowii lias set aside Tliiirsdays as Fash- 
ion days. On Sundays and Thursdays the soeial 
leatiire is emphasized .at Oriental Park. On these 
o<-casii,ns file elite of Havana are out in full forces, 
l-ast Sunday tlie grandstand presented an inspiring 
spectaele with its tiers of Isixes filled with repre- 
sentatives of the prominent .families of Havana. 
To the Americun visitor wlio liad never before 
wen a similar gathering at Oriental Park, it was 
a positive revelation, and the Americans who were 
liere for the first time enthused freely over the 
lirilliancy of the gathering. Hetween races, fol- 
lowing the custom of the country, tlie occupants of 
the boxes resorted to the promenades and exelianged 
visits. The ladies were all beautifully gowned, and 
the scene was one tliai was iriil.v fascinating. 
The repre.-entativc character «i£ the well-giooined 
men who fraternized with each other in tin* pad- 
dock, betting ring and other seetions of tlie en- 
closure 'frequented by the sterner sex was another 
thing that api>eale<l to the visitors from abroad, 
who an* here in larger nuints*rs than usual this 
.vear. 

PRESIDENT MENOCAL IN MOURNING. 

President Menocal, the chief executive of Cuba. 
Im« not visited the track tins year as yet, becati.«e 
lie is in mourning for the death of a brother, but 
ite lias been represented on various occasions since 
the opening of the season hy memliers of his cabi- 
net. including Sr. Juan Montalvo. Secretary of the 
Interior, and Sr. L. Azearate, Secretary of Jus- 
tice. Many others notalde in the national, state 
and city governments have also lieen frequently in 
attendance. Sr. Montalvo, who is one of the big 
men of tin* Cuban government, takes a keen inter- 
est ill the raeing and, on tlie occasion of one of 
his recent visits, went out of hi.s way to com- 
pliment General Manager Drown over the manner 
in whicli the sport is rH*iiig conducted at Oriental 
Park and to assure him that lie intended to enjoy 
a visit to the track as fre<iuently as his official 
duties would permit. 

The stables from Kentucky have been gatlierlng 
the lion’s share of the sixiils to date. It looks at 
this writing if the big establishment which Kay 
Spence brought here will be a keen factor for the 
leaderthip in purses won. Resides Ills horses, 
Kpent-e came here well equipped with riding talent 
in jockeys C. Hunt, J. Gruber and H. Luu.sford. 
J*lnce his arrival he has sold the «-ontract on the 
apprentice rider Gruber to A. L. Kogere. Gruber 
looks like a most proinlsing riding prospect. Spence 
lias developed many a jockey in his day and lias 
received fancy prie«*s for the contracts on several, 
iucliuUng T. Hunt, wiiose services were acquired 
lust spring by \V. H. Dupee, wealthy Californian.

So long has it la*en a matter of either Star Shoot or ItriMimstick tigiiring in the rob* of premier Amer- 
ican sire Hiat if some otlier sire slioitbl forge to the front, tliose who keep traek of r.-n-ing stiitisties would 
be shocked. Tills luissible sur|irise is not to emne this year. It. seems praetieiill.v settled that it is to b<* 
a case of Star Shoot tirst and Broomstick second. .Vt the eiiil of November Star Shoot led his long-time 
rival by ?7.4C1. Witli Jtrisimstiek’s best re|iresentatives in winter retirement and Star Shoot having 
twice as iminy sons and daugliters in raeiiig, there is scant la-obability tliat this diserepancy will lie over- 
come. Tiistead the raeing of I)eeemlM*r will pr.diably serve to iiierease Star Shoot’s advantage. He is not 
rejin*sented b.T aii.v real star, at present, but his Imril.v. tvear and tear faniil.v is so great iiiimerieally 
that its eombined money priKluet overcomes Kr^Miinstiek’s iiiii<-li smalier faniil.v, even tlioiigb the bitter 
iuelndes such higli-class racers as Eseol>a. Tipidt.v Witcliet, rndgel. Kicketv and Le<«-lmres.

Performances of the Greatest Money- Winning Horse 
of AU Time — Defeated hut Once. 



In dealing with the famous lioises of tl)e (inst. one 
has no intention of eii'leavoring to proceed on 
■•order of merit” liiii'. Riich a task would l)e b<.itli 
invidious and hiqa'less. Thus, in making Isinglass 
the snbjeot of this ai ticlc, notliliig in parMciilar is 
signified. At the same time, vviiatcver tlie pro- j 
cediire followed. Isinirlass would take a pretty 
liigh place, tor there is no gaia.sayi'ig that he was 
one of the greatest ln.r-es of modern limes. 

Isinglass was the pr.ia-rty of that splendid sports- 
Tiiaii Captain "Harry’’ McCnlmoiit, by wiioin he was 
bred. ill' was tiy the famous tsoiioni.r out of .a 
Weuloi'h mare iiaiiieil Dcadl-xk. This mare was 
purchased by Cafit. Maeliell. lo whom she liad pre- 
vioii-ly lielonged. from Dird .Vliiigtoii for a mere 
*ong and was in 1.S87 mated with Isouomy, proiliu'- 
ing :i eolt vvhieli received the name of islingtoii. 
Tliis animal failed Ui attain any great di.stiiietioii. 
lint .after DinidliH-k iiad passed into the (aissession 
of Ciipt. MeCaliiioiit. slie was again mated with 
iMinom.v and the result of tlie second ulliaiiee was 
Isinglass. 

With other of ('apt. McCalmont’s horses. Isinglass 
was plaeed under tlie care of James .lewitt, who 
had cliarge of a strong team at tlie rime. Tlie 
iult’s deliiit w'Hs not heraliied by any nourish of 
tnmipets. Iiis fii-st aiiinaiiirauee vvitli a race track 
iKdng made in a maiden plare at tlie Newmarket 
seisiml spring meeting in IS92. Rtnrting at Di to 
1 against, lie won by three parts of a length from 
Sweet Laura. His next elTort was made lii more 
exalted isimimny. as he was one of tlie eomiietitors 
for tlie New .stakes at Ascot, and the successful 
one at that, winning by two lengths from Feiilar, 
with Ravensbnry, which was destined to become 
Ids greiitest rival, third. His flii.al rai-e as a two- 
year-old was in tlie Middle Park Plate, vvliioU ho 
won from Raven.sbnry. with Le Nieliam third and 
anollier wliicli he fi’eqnently met Inter- —Kaetmni — 
fourth. 

TRIPLE CROWN WINNER. 

The second season eaveer of Isinglass was oiiened 
in the Two niousaiid. for which he started favorite 
at 5 to 4 on, and in which he beat Ravensbnry by 
three-quarters of a length, with Raeburn four 
lengths avva.T third. A fortnight later Mr. _ C. D. 
Rose’s eolt had another tilt at ids familiar rival in 
the .Newmarket Stake-', which resulted in an easy 
vviu for the Two Thousand hero. 

Isinglass’ ne.xt race was tlie Derby, for whit-h he 
was naturally a warm favorite, 9 to -I la;ing laid 
on. Isinglass again came through triiiuipliunrly, 
thoiigli tliere was a period in the race during which 
the jHirtents were not altogether favorable. First 
Uaeliiii-n threatened to give trouble, and after he 
li.ad lieeii disisised of Ravenshury npl^aied in the 
light of a formidable eoiupetitor. Isinglass, how- 
ever, liked a tussle, and settling to his work, he 
finallv defeated liavenshury by a leiiBtli and a half, 
R.aebufu agiiin being tliird. 

Till- winning of tile triple crown novy si.-eined to 
b|. merely a mutter of health for Isinglass, and 
as lie was at Ids 1h;sI when Doncaster came round, 
he duly realized exiaicliitions, Imating Uaveiisbury 
by a Imlf leugtli. tiiougb that margin did not ade- 
quately reflect the amouut he had in hand of 
Kaveiisbury, which once more filled second place, 
with Le Nieham third. Thus the idaclngs were 
similar to those in the Middle Park Plate in the 
previous October. The way In which "form” was 
^.•ou3tAutly produced almost to a mathematical 
nicety where the leading classic animals of the 
times vvere concerned was remarkable. 

Which prompts the reflectiou that Ravensbury 
was just aliout as milucky as Miutiug in running up 
against the mighty Ormonde. That Raveusbury 
Idniself was well up to the standanl of average 
Derby winners will scarcely be disputed. Apart 
from his continued ••proximity” to ('apt. McGul- 
moiit’s eolt, he put on reiaird several other sterling 
jierforihutiiVs. As a four-year-old he won the Man- 
chester Xovemla-r Handicap with Bio isiunds In the 
saddle, while in the followiug June he carried 



off the Ascot Stakes despite the fact that be had 
to shoulder 13."> ismnds. He al«o won the Hard- 
wicke Stakes, lieating I41 Fbiflie, on which odds of 
5 to 1 were laid. 

FIRST AND ONLY DEFEAT. 

To go iKiek a little, however. Following tlie .*t. 
Leger. Isinglass was next seen at Miinehester. 
where he tisik part in rlie rieli laiiicnshire Plate. 
Among lii.s three rivals for this race was Raeburn, 
to whieb the eraek had to concede ten pounds. 
JIaiiy doubted bis aliility to do lids, ami the doubt- 
ers scored when Isinglass failed by a length against 
the Duke of Portland’s colt, thus susluiniiig hi' 
first :iiid only deferii. 

When L'inglass made hi' first appearance as a 
foiir-ye:ir-old. in the Priiii*es« of Wales’ Stakes, a 
new star had risen in tin firmament. This was 

Iwdiis. wlii"b bad won for Dird RoselsTy bis first 
IV'iby. In Lie rich Newm irket race mentioned, then 
one of tlie ten tliousaml jiouiid events, .slds were 
laid on the three-year old. while Ravejisbury was 

also preferred to Lapt. .Mct’aliiioiit's celehritj'. The 

lust named, however, had no difficult.v in dis- 

posing of both Liuliis and Ids old antagonist, but he 
experienced some trouble In dis{Hising of tlie at- 
tentions of l!ie 50 lo 1 clianis* Bullingden, which 
ivas oiil.v defeated by tlie margin of a lieiid. 

Isinglass was acaiii opposed by Igidas and Ra- 
venstmr.'H. in addition to Rueburn and the future 
St. i.eger winner, Tbrosili-. in the Eclipse Stakes. 
The ixlds were, on this oicasion, laid on the first 
iiained, tliengh laidas again commanded :i gomlly 
following. Dird Rosela'ry’s eolt made a better fight 
at the second time of asking, but even so Imd to bo 
content with second )>l:ice to Ids older classic rival. 
Isinglass’ oiil.v otlier apis'.araiice this year was made 
in the Jockey Club Stakes, in wliicli lie once more 
found himself opisised to Throstle and Raeburn. The 
filL . wliich had tlien won her lloiieasler laurels, 
was deemed to be the chief source of danger to 
Isinglass, but she was in no iins.d for racing. In- 
stead slie boltod and did not pass tlie post, the fav- 
orite winning eoiiifortably from tlie French Gou- 
veniiiil, willi Sou o' .Mine third. Thus Isinglass 
swept (he Isiaril of the ten tliousmid pound events, 
and this reprcsi-nliug a tolerable gmid year’s work, 
the colt was retired for the year. 

There was indeed little left for him to accoiuplisli 
ai-art from adding his iiiime to the list of Gold Clip 
winners iind tiiis. lie was affonled tlie opisirtunity 
of doing. The opisisition to the sou of Isouom.v 
was not strong'. Isdng. as It was. confined to Rc- 
iniiider amt Killsallaglmn. though lioth these were 
nsefiil. Reminder had run thinl in Ladas’ Derby 
.and nfterwnrds won tbe City and Suburban, while 
Killsallngliaii proved gomi enoiigli to win a Chester 
('ni>. Neitiier of tlifm. however, eoiild make any 
ini|iressioii iitM.n lsinglas.s at .\.s<s>t. the rare ending 
in a tliree lengtlis vielory for the champion. — "J. 
I*. P.” ill SjHirting Life.
